Instigator of Trouble Notifies 
Pursuers That He Will 
Die First. 


MOB HELD ALL NIGHT 


Exchange of Shots Is Continu- 
ous, Ceasing Only at 
Break of Day.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 18.—The latest 
information from Germantown is that 
.the sheriff's posse this afternoon cap- 
tured Jim Dockery and Seabrook Moo- 
dy; two of the negro band, in the cane- 
brake near that place. 

Armed men are flocking to German- 
town and the swamps are  0Obeing 
pearched. 

The authorities will not likely be able 
to prevent a lynching if Bynum is cap- 
tured. 

Hight deputy sheriffs and a squad of 
specials left Memphis this morning for 
Germantown, five miles from this city, 
to assist a big posse there in an attempt 
to capture a party of negro desperadoes, 
eight strong. A bloody fight is antici- 
pated. 

“If die I must, as many of you will 
go down with me as the trusty rifles 
of my men can lower.’’ 

This is the message that has been 
_ gent from the Reart of the canebrake, 

to the leaders ‘of the posse, by Abe 
Bynum, the negro whose arrest is de- 
sired. 

The negroes who on Saturday shot 
Town Marshal Scott, wounded E. E. 
Scott, a deputy, and killed a negro 
assistant as a result of a row on a race- 
track owned by Bynum, are surrounded 
in a swamp and canebrake by about 200 
men, who have been on gvard during 


the night. 
Expect Hard Fight. 

The Memphis officers went today to 
lend assistance. Deputy Sheriff Miller 
of Memphis will head the party, which 
tome time today will attempt to enter 
the canebrake after the negroes. 

A desperate battle is expected. Shots 
were continually exchanged during the 
night between the desperado band and 
the posse surrounding the swamps, on 
Wolf River. Occasionally a bullet 
whizzed close to a deputy’s ear, but 
none was hurt during the night. 

The firing, almost continuous, ceased 
at daylight. E. E. Scott, the injured 
deputy, is resting comfortably today 
and may recover. 

If the negroes are taken alive it is 
nét believed the Sheriff and his big 
force of deputies can prevent a lynch- 
ing. ‘5 ) 

First Possee Repulsed. 

Several white men composed a posse 
that went to the home of Bynum yes- 
terday for the purpose of arresting him. 
Constable J. P. Callis- called on him to 
Surrender and a bullet pierced his hat 
in response. The posse returned the fire 
and Abe Bynum received an ugly scalp 
wound. He was able to continue the 
fight, however, barricading the door. 
With his brother he kept, up steady fire 
on the posse. The members of the lat- 
ter had only one round of ammunition 
and were compelled to return to this

Stockholder Alleges That Pro- 
moters Made This 
Amount. 


SAYS PRICE EXCESSIVE 


Plaintiff Sues to Have This 
Sum Turned Into the 
Treasury. 


Judge Kinsey in Circult Court Mon- 
day handed down a decision overruling 
the demurrer filed by defendants fn the 
case of August E. Brooker vs. William 
H. Thompson, H. Clay Pierce and 17 
other defendants. 

Mr. Brooker, as a stockholder in the 
Title Guaranty Trust Co.,"fled suit last 
October against the promoters of the 
Title Guaranty Trust Co., alleging that 
they had bought certain title plants for 
their company out of its funds and then 
transferred them to the company for a 
price of $485,000 in excess of the amount 
they paid, which amount they disérfbut- 
ed among the promoters. 

He alleged that they were the trustees 
of the company at the time and were 
prevented from making any profit at its 
expense and asked that they be com- 
pelled to return the amount of their 
profit into the treasury of the company. 

Case Goes to Trial 

The defendants filed a demurrer to 
the petition on the ground that it did 
not state cause of action. Judge Kin- 
sey’s decision declares the petition 
answer must now be filed and the case 
will then be set for trial. 

Judge Kinsey also ruled in the plain- 
tiff’'s favor on a question that arose 
during the taking of depositions be- 
fore W. Christy Bryan last January. 
The plaintiff had interrogated Julius 8. 
Walsh, President of the Mississippi 
Vallev Trust Co. as to what informa- 
tion he had that the ters would | 
make $485,600 out of ee oe cmt when 
-the Mississippi Valley Trust Co. sub- 
scribed for the 1000 shares of stock of 
the Title Guaranty Trust Co. .The de- 
fendants objected to his giving this in- 
formation and the objection was sus- 
tained. Judge Kinsey’s decision, how- 
ever, requires Mr. Walsh to disclose the 
information sought by the plaintiff. 

In the event that the. petitioners are 
successful, the stockholders of the com- 
pany’ will be very nearly one-half mil- 
lion dollars richer than they are now.

NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—One car of an 
express train bound for Boston over- 
turned ‘today in the New York Central 
tunnel and 12 persons were injured. 

The accident was caused by an open 
switch and occurred near Fifty-sixth 
street, just after the train had left the 
Grand Central Station. 

The injured persons were placed on 
the cars which were not derailed and 
tho train was pulled back into the sta- 
tion. Though the passengers in the de- 
raiied car were thrown about violently 
when the car went off the track, no one 
was fatally injured. Many were bad- 
ly bruised. and sustained broken limbs. 
The railroad authorities hurried a 
hundred laborers to the scene promptly 
and the rails and sleepers, which had 
been torn up for 50 feet, were promptly 
relgid. Within an hour after the acci- 
dent the tracks were cleared.

Mrs. Edna Dore Says Man 
Known as Healey Offered 
Her Position.

CLAIMED TO BE WEALTHY

Wounds on Head. 


Mrs. Edna Dore of 3812 Delmar boule- 
vard, a comeiy young widow, called at 
the Morgue Monday morning and iden- 


tified the body of the man found in the 
hallway of the saloon at Second and 
Lami streets early Sunday morning as 
that of a man who last February tried 
to induce her to accept a position as 
housekeeper on a stock farm at Jack- 
sonvile, Il. 

Mrs. Dore told Assistant Chief of De- 
tectives Keely that the man gave her 
the name of S. A. Adams and represent- 
ed himself to her as being wealthy. 
She was suspicious of him, she said, and 
wrote letters to Jacksonville and learned 
that no such man lived or was known 
in that town. 

An inquest 
Tuesday. 

Gus Weigel,. proprietor of a saloon 
at 924 Market street; Charles Brown, his 
porter, and Thomas Heffernan, a friend, 
positivei:y identified the body as that 
of a man they had Known by the name 
of Healey. They say he had frequented 
the saloon on Market street during the 
past six months. 

Signs of a Struggle. 

Detective Michael Cremin is working 
on the theory that the man was mur- 
dered in a fight in the hallway where 
the body was found. The walls of the 
hallway, which is narrow, are spattered 
with blood and blood stains on - the 
brick floor indicate a struggle. A brick 
found near the body was covered with 


blood. 
The mystery surrounding the murder— 


if it was one—is deepened by the dis- 
covery of an envelope in the possession 
of the dead man bearing the address, 
217 South Second street. Gustave Hein- 
kel, who conducts a cigar store there, 
declares he does not know the dead 
man and is ignorant. of the purpose for 
which he carried the address. 

Michael Nolan of 230 South 
street, who, with John Horn of 2327 
South second street, discovered tke 
body in the hallway at 6 a m. Sun- 
day,’ admits kicking the man several 
times. He says he believed the man 
was asleep and kicked him in an effort 
to arouse him. 

John Turk, who conducts the saloon 
at Second and Lami streets, and John 
Patrick, his bartender, both say that the 
man supposed to be Healey or Adams, 
was never seen about the saloon until 
his dead body was discovered. 

Both Nolan and Horn were in the 5a- 
loon up to midnight Saturday. 

They declare that they never saw the 
dead man before Sunday morning. They 
explain the fact that they did not noti- 
fy the police of their discovery by 8ay- 
ing that they did not know the man was 
dead. They say it was dark in the hall- 
way when they passed through Sunday 
morning, but the police say that it had 
been light for at least an hour before 
6 o'clock. 

Detective Cremin bases his theory of 
a fight on the nature of the wounds re- 
ceived by the dead man. Besides three 
ugly cuts on the head the left eye was 
discolored and his nose was bruised. 

According to the Market street saloon 
men the man whom they knew as Heal- 
ey had been without funds al! the time

After encouragihg pretty Matilda 
Dunsford, aged 16/ to tell through her 
sobs how she wasjkissed and hugged on 
a dark street, Judge Tracy in City Hall 
Police Court, Monday, fined Roy Parks, 
18 years old, $300, which means six 
months in the Workhouse unless the 
fine is paid. 

Matilda, who is a slender girl, with 
blue eyes, light hair and just the sug- 
gestion of a pout about her delicate 
mouth, was accompanied to court by 
her mother. With them was Patrolman 
Picket. 

The girl stepped to the witness chair 
and looked mutely at the Judge. 

“Now tell us what happened,” said 
Judge Tracy in his most soothing tone. 

“I work at the: Kinloch telephone ex- 
change at Ann and Indiana avenues, 
from 5:30 to 10:20 p. m.,” the girl said. 
“Going home late at night, I have to 
walk north on Jefferson avenue. One 
young man has followed and annoyed 
me lately. 

“I avoided him every night until Sun- 
day night, Sept. 10. Then he overtook 
me just before I reached Park avenue, 
and threw his arm around me. 

“I screamed and he put his hand over 
my mouth. Then he kissed me and 
hugged me time and again. I tried to 
scream, but he choked me so I couldn't. 
I struggled, but all the time he was pull- 
ing me into the alley. Then I gave just 
as hard a jerk as I could, and ran out 
of the alley. He in the 
other direction. 

Phoned to Mother. 

“T ran to the drug store on the corner 
of Park avenue, and sent a message by 
telephone to mother, and she came @nd 
went home with me. The next day we 
went to Soulard Street Police Station, 
and the Captain told Policeman Picket 
to walk with me or near me every 
evening as I came from work, and to 
watch for the man. I had seen him 
before, and knew I could recognize him. 

“Five nights Mr. Picket followed me 
home, but we didn’t see the one we 
were looking for. Then Saturday night 
I saw him in the door of the poolroom 
at Jefferson and Allen avenues. | 
called to Mr, Picket and he arrested 
him.”’

Alarm at Noon. 

The alarm was sent from the river 
front yesterday noon and the produce 
houses and grain and cotivn firms that 
have consignments stored along the 
levee organized gangs to save their 
property from being swept away. 

These gangs worked all the afiernoon 
and night, one shift succeeding another. 
They are still at Work today, as the 
necessity is as great, if not greater, 
than ever. 

The river is still rising more than 
five-tenths of a foot an hour. At 8 a. 
it had reached 23.07 feet and is ex- 
to reach the 28-foot mark by

6 p. m. 

Despite the rescue work, however, 
75,000 feet of lumber belonging to North 
St. Louis firms were swept away this 
morning from the foot of North Mar- 
ket street. Between Washington avenue 
and Walnut street thousands of barrels 
of apples, bales of hay, sacks of wheat 
and bales of cotton were swept from 
the levee. 

100 Barrels Go Together. 

In one instance 100 barre.s of apples 
from Hamburg, Mo., were carried down 
stream together. 

Six bales of cotton floated with them. 

The heaviest losers are the Conrad 
Schopp Produce Co., Henscher & Goer- 
ner, L. Cicardi & Son, M. A. Kennedy, 
the Heitz Produce Co., William ‘Koeln- 
mann Produce Co. and the Massengale 
Lumber Co. 

These firms have hundreds of men 
at work moving consignments behind 
the danger line of 30 feet. 

Men Work in Water. 

As they work, barrels, bales, sacks 
and other packages are swept from 
their grasp. 

Men breast deep in the water inter- 
cept many of these packages. 

A fleet of skiffs is also patrolling the 
river to catch such merchandise 48 ¢s- 
capes the men.

“The Illinols Central and the Mobile 
& Ohio embankments protect East St. 
Louis on the south and southwest. 

“The Baltimore & Ohio and the Van- 
daiia embankments protect us on the 
north and northwest, 

“Along the western edge of East St. 
Louis, ‘rom the Relay Depot to Trend- 
ley avenue, there is an embankment 
which will withstand a ®-foot stage of 
water, aud the Illinois Centra! Railroad 
is now raising it to a height of # feet. 

“The moment a -foot stage is 
reached the city will raise the embapk- 
ments by piling sacks of sand on them, 


This will cause some damage in the lower districts 


The first work will be done from Relay 
Depot to Trendley avenue. 

“Should 30 feet be reached, Cahokia 
Creek will back up and fill the sloughs, 
but this does net mean danger with our 
present embankments.

RAN OVER EMBANKMENT 


Were on Lookout at Ironton. 
Fireman Says, but Saw 
No Danger. 


Gilbert W. Malloy, Iron Mountain 
Railroad fireman, injured in the wreck 
near Ironton, Mo., in which Engineev 
B. A. Allen and Fireman J. Brown, both 
of St. Louis, were killed and 15 persons 
hurt, told a Post-Dispatch reporter at 
Missouri Pacific Hospital Monday his 
story of the disaster. 

Malloy was fireman of the first of two 


“engines which were drawing southbound 


train No. 65. John Hayes 
Allen and Brown were 
on the second engine. 

“Our engine helps the regular engine 
of No. 5 up the hill from De Soto to 
Piedmont,’’ said Malloy. 

Warned of Danger. 

“We had been warned that the track 
had been damaged about 30 miles be- 
yond De Soto, but there was no ap- 
pearance of anything wrong as we ap- 
the curve, three miles from 
Ironton, early. Sunday morning. 

“We were running 30 miles an hour, 
-perhaps a little faster, as there is a 
slight down grade there. 

‘Suddenly we heard and felt the rails 
split and fiy from the ties, and as they 
slipped from under the drive wheels 
our engine fell‘on the ties and sank in- 
to the soft graVel which had been 
washed down, leaving the rails without 
support.

The sudden rising of the Saline River 
came near drowning a number of people 
and did wash away many houses in the 
lower part of town. A _ tremendous 
downpour of rain late Sunday evening 
sent the St. Francis and Saline rivers 
up at a rapid rate. 

Many people had retired when it was 
found that the river was creeping up 
into the first floors of the dwellings. 
The alarm was sounded and firebells 
rung. Children by scores were carried 
out of harm's way. 

Finally the water became so high that 
only those on horseback could work. 
More than a dozen babies were rescued 


in this way, their terrified mothers 
clinging to the manes of the horses or 


legs of their riders until safety was 
reached. So far no casualties have been 
reported. 

All along the valleys of both rivers 
heavy loss of crops is reported, Corn 
and cotton in the lowlands will be al- 
most a tota] loss. Many fields where the 
corn had been cut and was in the shock 
have been swept clear. Many farm 
houses have been washed away and 
much livestock drowned. 

The Iron Mountain Railroad -has lost 
~everal miles of track, both north and 
south of this city, and many of its cul- 
verts over small streams have been 
washed out or damaged.

ihe “river route” line of the Missouri 
Pacitic is washed out in several piaces 
and it may be several days pbefore 
trains are run. 

it is estimated that over five inches 
of water fell here from Saturday

Reports of great damage along the 
Usage and the Gasconade rivers have 
reached the city today. Both streams 
are inundating iowlands and destroying 
large acreages of corn along with other 
property. 

Kast of Jefferson City the Missouri 
Pacific suffered a number of landslides 
and a few minor washouts, but the line 
was cleared so that a local train caime 
as far west as Jefferson City at noon 
and then turned and went back to St.

Sister Sure Kimmell Hasn’t

He was transferred 
to this hospital April 20, 1905, from 
Gowanda State Hospital, to which 
institution he was committed 
from Cattaraugus County Jalil 
while waiting trial on charge of 
larceny. His identity has not 
been established.

MATTEAWAN, N. Y., Sept. 18.—In 
the insane asylum here is a patient who 
claims to be George A. Kimmell, who 
disappeared about seven years ago after 
a defalcation in the Arkansas Bank, 
Kansas City, was discovered. 

The patient is entered as Andrew J. 
White. He was convicted in Cattarau- 
gus County, N. Y., in the summer of 
1904 for larceny and committed to the 
asylum. 

His story agrees with the life history 
of Kimmell in every particular, but his 
identification has not been thoroughly 
established by the hospital authorities, 
who are of the opinion that he is not 
who he claims to be. 

The New York Life Insurance Co, has 
‘been investigating the matter. It is 
understood that the missing embezzler 
had a life insurance policy of $25,000, 
the premiums of which have been paid 
annually by his sister since his disap- 
pearance. At the end of seven years 
the policy comes due. That number of 
years have elapsed since Kimmell lost 
himself. 

On Saturday last a man called at the 
hospital, saying he was Charles Mon- 
tague of Niles, Mich., a cousin of 
George A. Kimmell, and asked if he 
might interview Andrew J. White, the 
patient. The hospital authorities 
granted the request and White was 
brought before Mr. Montague. 

There appeared to be no recognition 
on the part of either the patient 
the visitor, and, asking the patient 
many questions regarding himself, Mr. 
Montngue told the hospital people he 
did not believe White was his missing 
cousin, although White's story appeared 
straight. At times during his confine- 
ment here he has told. conflicting 
stories, and if he is not the man he 
claims to be he certainly has a -thor- 
ough knowiedge of Kimmell’'s history. 

Andrew J. White is an assumed 
name, it is learned, as the patient has 
before served time for minor. offences 
under different names. He is a man in 
the neighborhood of 50 years old, weighs 
about 175 pounds, has a gray beard and 
is partially bald. His description agrees 
with that of Kimmell, with the excep- 
tion of age, the latter being, it is saia, 
but 40 years old. The patient in many 
ways resembles the embezzler and, in- 
asmuch as he insists that he is Kim. 
mell, no doubt the investigation wil] 
contiznuc. 


KIMMELL’S SISTER 
DOUBTS IDENTITY,

CHICAGO, Sept. 18.—"'I don't believe 
that the man Andrew J. White com- 
mitted three years from Buffalo for 
rorgery to the Mattawan Prison for 
the Criminally Ingane, is my brother, 
George A. Kimmell,”” said Mrs, Edna 
Bonsiett of St. Louis today. 

“Il am of the opinion that it is. a 
scheme of the insurance company to 
escape paying me $25,000 insurance, 

“We are more anxious to find my 
brother than the insurance company. 
It George is alive and Mr. O’Brien has 
known for months where he is, why 
doesn't he produce him? 

“The statement that I am in colln- 
sion with my brother is a lie. I do not 
believe he has been found. The insur- 
ance company will have to prove it. 
They are merely trying to avoid paying 
us the money.” 

The insurance was taken out by Kim- 
mell in March, 1898, four months before 
ne disappeared. Four years ago the 
Niles Bank was wrecked through the 
manipulations of its cashier.

Asks if Law to Protect Deposi- 
tors Isn’t Defective or Im- 
perfectly Executed. 


HISTORY OF FAILURE 


“Clean Bill” by Bank Exam- 
- iner Only Short Time Be- 
fore Rottenness Exposed. 


Attorney-General Herbert 8. Hadley, 
who is directing the work of the Henry 
County grand jury, now investigating 
the causes Jeading up to the failure of 
the Salmon & Salmon Bank of Clinton, 
in an interview concerning the result 
of his inquiry, says: 

“One of the most interesting chapters 
in the history of the bank is that which 
tells the story of the operations of our 
banking laws, devised to protect the in- 
terests of depositors by a careful sys- 
tem of annual inspections.”’ 

The investigation now under way, Mr. 
Hadley declares, ‘‘may well cause the 
people to inquire as to whether it is a 
defect in our laws or the imperfect 
manner of their execution that causes 
the depositors in banks to be at the 
mercy of the owners and managers of 
such institutions.” 

In his reference to the Salmon & Sal- 
mon failure Gen. Hadley made the fol- 
lowing comment: 

“The bank was first inspected in 1896 


by Gordon Jones, then State Bank Ex- 
aminer under Capt. Lesueur, Secretary 
of State, and now a banker of Denver. 
His report plainly disclosed that the 
bank was then in an insolvent condition, 
as it then owed over $300,000 to the 
Casey and Salmon families and the in- 
Solvent cattle companies. He reported 
these facts to the Secretary of State, 
with the recommendation that the evils 
existing be immediately corrected or the 
bank closed. Fair promises were made 
and the. bank was allowed to continue; 
but during the next three years, bank 
@xami::ations by W. D. Oldham and 
George D. Biggs continued to disclose 
marked irregularities, which were made 
the subject of frequent communications 
to the bank by the Secretary of State, 
with demands that same be corrected. 

“Fair promises by Casey and the shift- 
ing of assets so as to present the ap- 
ere gyn of improved condition, with- 

eld the day of inevitable failure. In 
1991 ard 192, exaiinations by bank ex- 
aminers under Secretary of State Cook 
continued to disclose a condition requir- 
ing official action. But in November, 
192, althcough Mr. Bunce, one of the 
Biate bank examiners, found much in 
the condition of the bank to criticise, 
th: next examination of its affairs was 
delayed until Jan. 2 and 3, 190, five days 
before the iast administration went into 
office. 

“In 1903 the Casey failure caused a 
slight run on the Salmon & Salmon 
Bank, but those officers charged with 
the responsibility of making our bank- 
ing laws a real protection to the de- 
positors seem to have been satisfied 
with the assurance that the owners of 
the bank were wealthy men, although 
their wealth seems to have consisted 
largely in their interest in a bank which 
Was then thoroughly and hopeiessly in- 
solvent. 

“In January, 1905, when Mr. Bunce 
examined the bank for the last time, 
after a lapse of two years and two 
months, he reported a condition which 
called for compliments instead of criti- 
cisms, and this notwithstanding the fact 
that at that time the bank owed the 
Kansas City State Bank $150,000, secured 
by nearly $300,000 worth of the nk’s 
assets, and neither the existence of the 
indebtedness or the absence of collateral 
from the bank were discovered in the 
examination. - 

‘The clean bill of health given to the 
bank by Mr. Bunce would, in the na- 
tural c.v.urse of events, have carried it 
through another year of its precarious 
existence, had not rumors in banking 
circies as to its solvency caused Secre- 
tary of State Swanger and Bank Exam- 
iner R. M. Cook to subject it to an ex- 
amination six months earlier than would 
have occurred in the regular course of 
business. ‘his examination disclosed its 
rotenness and the failure followed. 

“However, the lesson taught by the re- 
sult of these bank examinations, or lack 
of examinations, may well cause the 
people to inquire as to whether it is 
a defect in our laws or the imperfect 
manner of their execution that caused 
the depositors in banks to be at the 
mercy of the owners and managers of 
such institutions.’’

sized. 
“With all my clothes on the water

All I could do was 
to try to keep my head up.”

help me!’ 

“IT could only help myself and I 
thought of that alone. I never realized 
that my brother might-be drowning

“My comrades, I think there were six, 
were beside me.

Across the river the lights on our homes 
were beckoning us. Our , wives were 
waiting, and our children, too.

“We never thought of danger. Most 
“of us were river men. Nearly all could 
swim. We had passed a merry day.

“We were 150 yards from the Caron- 
delet shore when the skiff went down. 
Some of the men say that one of the 
fellows stood up in the boat. I think 
we struck a cross current. 

“We were in the water instantly, ev- 
ery fellow fighting for his life. [| was 
carried down stream several blocks. be- 
fore 1 could drag myself to shore. I 
was about to give up swimming when 
lr reached land.’’

“Then he started down the aisle, the 
women and children screaming as he 
approached them. He shook his fists 
in some of the men’s faces, but they 
thought he was armed and didn't dare 
to tackle him. 

“As we came out of the tunnel the 
two went back to their seat.’’

A LtFE-SAVING FUND. 

There is special gratification for all those who 
eontiibuted to the Pure’ Milk and Free Ice Fund 
of the Post-Dispatch in the statement of the Pure 
Mi.k Commission that because of the assistance 
rendered through this fund pure milk will be sup- 
plied to the poor babies who need it throughout the 
winter. If it had not been for this popular fund, 
Secretary McClain writes, the plant would probably 
liave been closed Sept. 1. 

The Post-Dispatch feels that the resolution of 
thanks to the Post-Dispatch adopted by the Com- 
mission belongs in part to all who have co-operat- 
ed in making the fund a success. The knowledge 
that there has been ne shortage of the milk sup- 
ply and that the poor babies will not be without it 
at any time during the winter is ample compensa- 
tion for all the effort the raising of the fund has 
cost.

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NORWAY AND SWEDEN. 

The address by the Swedish Parliament to the 
King on the union between Sweden and Norway 
presented July 28 makes a clear statement of the 
Swedish side of the unhappy controversy. 

The union was effected in 1814. Prior to that time 

Norway held a position subordinate to Denmark 
and was fettered to the politics of that country 
which in turn was always influenced by the turmoil 
of European politics. 
_ The union gave Norway an opportunity to heal 
her wounds, and the risk of her being dragged into 
the conflicts outside the Scandinavian Peninsula was 
Qreatly diminished. Beside, the feud and border 
quarrels between the two countries subsided, and re- 
duction of military expenses became possible. 

As long ago as 1815 Norway began endeavors to 
obtain from foreign powers the same treatment for 
her shipping as was granted to Sweden’s. This was 
granted by Great Britain in 1826 and the Nor- 
Wegian merchant fleet “enlarged into the era of 
magnificent development it has now attained.” 

In regard to diplomatic affairs it is pointed out 
that the Norwegian Minister of State has a seat 
in the Council whenever relations of the United 
Kingdom or of Norway alone with foreign powers 
are under consideration. Norwegians are employed in 
the Foreign Office and in the legations abroad and 
many important matters connected with foreign 
affairs—-commercial treaties and conventions—are 
dealt with in a “mixed council,” and “are thus de- 


cided under Norwegian constitutional authority.” 


Since 1886 all consular matters relating to both 
countries are dealt with in this “mixed council,” and 
an increasing number of Norwegians have been em- 
‘ployed in consular posts. At the end of last year- 
more than half the paid consular posts were held 
by Norwegians. 

The Norwegian demand fof a separate consular 
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suls? Sweden insists that she should have the 
right to control both. Norway concedes this in 
argent matters of this nature, but, in the main, 
claims the right of Norwegian control of the Nor- 
wegian service. This, it is argued, would imperil 
the unity of foreign policy which is absolutely 
necessary to the peace of the two nations. 

It is a difficult question which cannot be settled 
offhand. The economic conditions of the two coun- 
tries are not the same, and the differences must 
sooner or later make their way into foreign rela- 
tions. The people of the Scandinavian Peninsula have 
aqnost perplexing problem to solve.

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INSURANCE CAMPAIGN FUNDS. 

We have an inkling of the source of the vast Re- 
pubiican campaign funds in the testimony of George 
W. Perkins, Vice-President of the New York Life 
Insurance Co., before the New York Legislative 
Committee. Mr. Perkins testified that John A. 
McCall contributed from the funds of the New 
York Life $50,000 for each of the McKinley cam- 
paigns and $48,702.50 for the Roosevelt campaign. 
This was done by President McCall without authori- 
zation.of the Finance Commitee or any oher offi- 
evr of the company. It was his own. independent 
act. 

Mr. Perkins said that Mr. McCall contributed this 
large sum from the funds of the company because 
he thought the integrity of the assets of the com- 
pany was endangered. But while this might be said 
of Mr. Bryan’s silver campaign, how could Mr. 
Parker’s sound money platform be twisted into a 
menace to the company’s assets? Preserving the in- 
tegrity of the company’s assets is a fine, vague 
phrase, which might be used to cover any sort of a 
political contribution. It might promote the com- 
pany’s interests from the standpoint of Mr. Mc- 
Call or the directorate to contro] the election of a 
Covernor or a Legislature of New York State. 

Mr. Perkins, who paid out the money, admitted 
it was a bad practice, but he did not discover how 
bad it was until he got on the witness stand. It 
is a dangerous and abominable practice. How much 
more insurance money has been paid into the cam- 
paign slush funds? And to whose slush funds? 
There is meat in these questions. 
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If East St. Louis has 10,000 voters, 9000 residences 
and only 1000 taxpayers, what does prosperity 
amount to over in Illinois?

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CHOSE HER PARENTS UNWISELY'’ 
A Philadelphia child of good parentage, but who 


never uttered a sound which father or mother could 
understand, was recently the object of scientific 
medical inquiry. The mother is a semi-invalid and 
did not give direct and continuous care to the 
baby. The father is away from home the greater 
part of the time. The child was left in the care 
of a Finnish nurse. When the little one reached 
her fourth year the parents, in alarm, appealed to 
the physicians. One of these happened to know the 
Finnish language and uncovered the secret. One of 
the things he heard was a childish reproach directed 
to the mother because she would not talk to her. 
The Finnish nurse was discharged, an English- 
speaking woman employed and now the child is 
learning how to talk to mamma when she is taken 
to see the lady.

Thomas D. Dowd, St. Louis Univer- 
sity’s new football coach and athletic 
director, thus summarizes the football 
situation in the East. 

The ideas that Dowd has brought with 
him from the eight years’ experience 
against the biggest teams of the schools 
and universities in the country should 
effect some radical changes in St. Louis 
football this fall. The principles of 
the game, as taught by Martin Delaney, 
the university’s former coach, who suc- 
ceeded last year in turning out one of 
the strongest teams in the State, are 
declared to be obselete by Dowd. De- 
laneys team played a game that was 
loose and open. He was fond of end 
runs. In fact he would order these 
frequently when his men were within 
the 10-yard line of thé enemy's goal. 

Compact Formation. 

Dowd says every formation should be 

as compact as if the men were tied to-

Get into the game on 

This close formation would 

without this tiger-like 

quickness.

No “Passing.” 

“Now. on passing the ball. whenever 
you see the quarter make long passes 
to the backs, you will notice that ali 
the backs and the men in the line seem 
to be waiting until the ball is safely in 
the hands of the runner before putting 
on top speed. I won't have any long 
passes. The quarter will hand the ball 
to the runner. 

“Another change I will make is bring- 
ing one of the tackles back for every 
play and swinging in one of the halfs 
to take his place. I will put the tackle 
immediately in front of the fullback 
and when he takes the ball he will lead 
the formation. When the backs behind 
him take the ball he will also lead the 
formation. In my opinion this is one 
of the strongest combinations. 

“Although against end runs as involv- 
ing too much risk, still I don’t want to 
be understood as dropping them alto- 
gether. A runner trying to encircle end 
may be thrown back five yards, where- 
as if he plunges into the line he should 
not lose more than two yards at the 
most. You may say that the greater 
distance made in an end run will make 
up for the losses, but I dispute that. 
You will find that a back, running 20 
yards to encircle end, has probably ad-
